Draghetti Back From 
National Conference 


Louis D. Draghetti, Sealer of Weights and Measures, at¬ 
tended the National Conference on Weights and Measures 
held recently at the Shoreman Hotel in Washington, D. C. 

Draghetti, vice chairman of the conference, presided at the 
General Conference Session held in the Empire Room. 

Draghetti has been Sealer of Weights and Measures since 
September, 1956. His father, Frank Draghetti held the 
position from 1939 until his death in August, 1956. 

Sealer of Weights and Measures is the only department 
head in the town offices that is civil service. A mandatory 
state law requires, for towns with more than 10,000 
population, that the position be filled under civil service. 
Draghetti was the only applicant, out of five, who passed the 
examination for the job. 

The National Conference on Weights and Measures is an 
organization of weights and measures enforcement officials 
of the states, counties, and cities of the United States. The 
annual meeting of the Conference brings to gether govern¬ 
ment officials, and representatives of business, industry, 
trade associations, and consumer organizations for the 
purpose of hearing and discussing subjects that relate to the 
field of weights and measures technology and ad¬ 
ministration. 

The programs of the National Conference on Weights and 
Measures and its committees explore the broad area of this 
economically important segment of governmental 
regulatory service. The Conference develops and adopts 
model laws and regulations, technical codes for weighing and 
measuring devices used in commerce, test methods, en¬ 
forcement procedures, and administrative guidelines that

9th HAMPDEN DISTRICT 
In a period of reflection on Legislative 
accomplishments this past session, we jotted 
down the following synopsis. Additional areas 
of mutual interest will be noted in subsequent 
columns. 

TRANSPORTATION MONEY 
For the second year in a row the legislature 
has used state money to make up part of the 
MBTA deficit. The wasteful and inefficient 
transit system will receive up to $45 million 
this year with an equal amount going for 
transportation needs outside the MBTA area. 
This could mean as much as $90 million, but it 
may cost less, depending on how much 
federal transportation money is available. 

The idea of having the state pay toward the 
MBTA deficit and pay an equal amount to 
mollify the rest of the state was supposed to 
be a one-shot one year proposition. But it 
seems to be turning into a tradition. 

Also approved to go on the ballot this 
November for a final decision by the voters 
was a constitutional amendment to allow the 
use of State Highway Fund money for mass 
. transit. 

ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT 
The law regarding environmental impact 
statements for private developments was 
changed this year. State agencies must still 
file complete reports on any projects they 
undertake. But private developers can now 
file an abbreviated report covering only the 
specific area for which they require a state 
permit. 

Advocates see this as an important spur for 
creating construction jobs. En¬ 
vironmentalists see it as a serious step back¬ 
wards. 

CONFLICT OF INTEREST 
The House failed to pass two bills many of 
us felt were important. One would have 
prohibited legislators who were lawyers from 
representing clients for a fee before state 
agencies and boards. The other would have 
phased out the special district court justices,

who are part-time judges and are allowed to 
practice law on the side. 

Other reform legislation that would have 
created a mechanism for screening judicial 
appointments also died during the session. 

GUN CONTROL 

Several different pieces of legislation to 
outlaw or control handguns failed to get final 
passage. 

Legislation to prohibit cheap pistols, the so- 
called “Saturday Night Specials” was fought 
by sportsmen, who curiously mounted no 
organized opposition to a bill which did pass 
that would mandate a one year jail term for 
anyone convicted of carrying an unlicensed 
firearm away from his home or place of 
business, a bill that would have much more 
effect on sportsmen than the pistol bill. 

HOUSING 

A package of housing bills, which some 
have predicted would create over 30,000 new 
jobs, passed this year. 

With provisions for $100 million in bonds 
and several million more in direct ap¬ 
propriations, the package increases bonding 
for low-income family and elderly housing. 
Providing mortgage and rental assistance as 
well as technical help, the package is 
designed to help maintain existing neigh¬ 
borhoods in addition to encouraging new 
construction. 

THE ECONOMY 

A Massachusetts Industrial Development 
Authority was created to work with local and 
state public and private agencies and to 
provide loans to encourage industrial ex¬ 
pansion throughout the state, particularly in 
areas of high unemployment. 

A measure to establish a Massachusetts 
“Mini-Embassy” abroad to encourage 
foreign trade with Massachusetts firms 
passed at the end of the session. The ex¬ 
perience of other states with this kind of office 
has indicated that they can bring in millions 
of dollars of foreign business. 


Four hundred and sixteen

The 
village bookshop today sells 
her books almost exclusively. 
Perhaps you’d like to visit the 
Morgan Horse Farm, Quechee 
Falls, rumble through one of 
the many covered bridges, 
visit a village store or lumber 
mill, or just enjoy the rolling 
countryside.
